Thus in England and Wales one person out of every 34 of the population 
appeared before the Courts charged with some offence, whereas in Bengal 
the proportion was only one in every 325, But it must not be inferred that 
the people in Kngland and Wales are so much more criminal as the total 
figures seem to show. Many cognizable offences, such as larceny, are tried 
summarily in England ; and many offences, which are tried by indictment in 
‘England, are disposed of by Magistrates in India. Moreover, ina civilized 
country, with a predominant urban population, many acts are offences which 
are not so in Bengal. Hence the large number of persons proceeded against 
summarily in England. Out of the total of 724,708, no less than 86,027 were 
vente -osecuted for offences against the Education Acts, about 212,000 under the 
censing Act of 1872, 47,000 under Local Acts and Borough bye-laws, about 
20,000 undgr the Highway Act, and no fewer than 50,000 under the Vagrant ni 
~ Act. Excluding mala prohibita under local and special Acts, there appears to be on 
more izable crime in Bengal in proportion to population than in England and ey 
Wales, though of late years there has been a tendency to underrate the import- 
ance of the police in criminal administration on the ground that there is little or 
no crime in gal as compared with other countries. !t should be remembered 
‘that there are some kinds of crime, such as riots, concerning land, whieh in, 
wal are common, but which hardly exist in other countries. as 
“Tl.

MA. Refusal of enquiry.—Out of a grand total of 107,410 cases reported, 
only 792 or ‘7 per cent. were not enquired iato under the provisoes to see- 
tion 157 of the Criminal Procedure Code against 3°6 in 1882. The Dacca 
Division shows a percentage of 3, which is suid to be due to 286 refusals in 
Mymensingh. On the other hand, some districts have no refusals. The 
Liefitenant-Governor agrees with the Inspettor-General that attempts to commit 
ous ing are often cases of some importance, but he does not think 
that all s should be enquired into; the police must use their judgment in 
the exercise of the discretion which section 157 gives them. Private persons 
are not bound to give information in cases of theft or attempts to commit 
breaking, and to make enquiry in very petty cases may cause much 
, ent and hardship to individuals, as well as occupy time which might be 
. more advantageously used by the police inother directions. The law clearly 
enacts that an officer reed not investigate on the spot, if the case is not of a 
serious nature and some particular person is named ;.nd that he shall not inves- 
tigate if, in his opinion, there is no sufficient ground for entering on an investi- 
gation, Abstention from investigation in very petty cases admits of more atten- 
tion being given to more important cases, and enquiry might properly be refused 
in eases of petty theft of grain or of some unidentifiable antiele of little value. 
Moreover, there are other sorts of petty cognizable crime, in which the people 
are quite ready enough to resort to the police, and such tendency should not be 
unduly encouraged. In Nuddea there were 58 refusals, and in this conneetion 
the Magistrate remarks that enquiry is often refused in cases which are com- 
poundable under section 345 of the Criminal Procedure Code. He thinks that 
the action of the police is not to be wondered at, whilst the unreasonable 
practice continues of entering discharges on compromise in the same category 
i uiftals, and points out that another disadvantage of the classification 
is that it is a strong temptation to an officer to exaggerate true compoundable

15. Convictions and arrests.—Vhe percentage of convictions in cases 
enquired into by the police was 38°3 against 39°8 in 1854 and 41-9 in 1883. 
The number of persons arrested by the police was 76,831, of whom 
52,919 were convicted, the percentage being 68-8 against 67-7 in the previous 
year. The highest percentage is shown by Darjeeling, Howrah, and Patna, 
and the lowest by Pubna, Khulna, and Backerguuge. The reésults in Pubna 
were extremely bad, and though various causes are assigned, the Magistrate 
cannot be altogether absolved from responsibility. The criminal work in 
this district is heavy, and the normal number of officers will probably have 
to be increased by one.

16. Percentage of Convictions and Sessions trials—The percentage’ of 
convictions to arrests, of convictions to persons brought to trial, and con-
